RESTRICTIONS ON CAN. TIMBER 


U. S. Government Advises Imposition 
of Tariff Duty on Pulp and 
Print Paper 

Washington.—The American gov 
@rnment has learned of more-crown 
forest lands in Canada upon which 
restrictions are placed ag to thé man- 
ufacture of their timber, thereby de- 
Priving the wood pulp and print pa- 
per from these woods of free entry in- 
to the United States. 

The lands are located in the prov- 
inces of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta, within twenty miles on either 
side of the main line of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, and in a tract of 3,- 
500,000 acres in the Peace River dis- 
trict in British Columbia, Licenses on 
the land provide that all timber cut 
from them must be manufactured in 
Canada, r
